New York—W)—The proposed di- 


vorce reform canon, drafted by the 
joint commission on divorce of the 
Episcopal church and made public 
yesterday, evoked favorable and un- 
favorable criticism, today. 


The Rev. Dr. Caleb R. Stetson, rec- 


tor of Old Trinity church and mem- 
ber of the Anglo-Catholic wing here, 
approved1 the report In principle. 


Dr. Stetson, who was a member of 


the commission, approved heartily 
the proposal for a diocesan court to 
pass upon martial cases. 


From the liberal camp, the Rev. 


Dr. Guy Emery Shipler, editor of 
The Churchman, described the eug- 
jjested canon-as a "somewhat futile 


jmpromlse." 
p| "I have always felt," he said, "that 
3 the performance of the marriage 


ceremony should be divorced from 
the church, following the early 
Christian practice. At best, any at- 
tempted legislation by the church 
can bo only a somewhat futile com- 
promise." 


The proposed canon embodies a 


radical change in the marriage law 
of the church. It would eliminate all 
grounds for divorce but at the same 
time create many grounds for an- 
nulment^ 


While ^waiving the church's cen- 


turies-old opposition'to remarriage of 
divorced1 persons, it would authorise 
the establishment of ecclesiastical 
courts to pass upon martial cases, in- 
cluding annulment and ..remarriage.

Bishop Hernian Page, In issuing 


his report, warned that the suggest- 
,ed reyjsion did not "throw wide 
open"-lhe doors to remarriage of di- 
vorced persons.

A c t i o n Would Result in 


Financial, Moral Depres- 


sion, Says Cedarholm 


That the United States will see 


the greatest financial and moral 
panic and depression that it has 
ever gone through if the eighteenth 
amendment is repealed was predict- 
ed by the Rev. Anton Cedarholm, 
evangelist, in his address, "Will the 
Eighteenth Amendment 'be Repeal- 
ed?" at the Baptist church Sunday 
atternoon. 


He referred to the so-called liberty 


lovers who are trying to obtain lib- 
erty with license, chiefly those who 
are attempting to undermine the 
eighteenth amendment, as "wolves 
Ln sheep's, clothing." The man who 
uses ".bootleg whiskey, he said. Is as 
bad as the bootlegger himself. 


Refuting the argument that the 


eighteenth amendment • was forced 
upon the 
people of the United 


States, Mr. Cedarholm said: 


'This amendment was 'added to 


the constitution by the people to 
protect us and the generations to 
come. "We are-being told that the 
prohibition law was forced upon the 
people. I brand that an absolute, 
bold lie. The amendment was placed 
in the 
constitution by the over- 


whelming demand and support of 
the American people. 
Our repre- 


sentatives and state senators •were 
sent to their state capitols with in- 
structions from the people to pass 
the prohibition law. 
I worked for 


the -'Anti-Saloon League at the vo- 
ting polls and it was the brewery 
crowd that attempted to force the 
issue by buying the .voters with 
liquor at the polls. 


Scores -Wet Crowd 


"This same crowd says that. If 


we will'put men into office who 
will repeal or modify the eighteenth 
amendment, it will solve our pro- 
hibition problem and stop our crime 
wave. 
The liquor Interests would 


have us believe that they will thus 
obey' and erifore the law. 
Have the 


enemies of prohibition ever "obeyed 
laws? 
"We tried every milder and 


moderate form of restriction before 
we had the prohibition law. 
I ask 


any and every enemy of prohibition 
when they have ever obeyed one 
restrictive 
liquor law? 
You re- 


member the law that liquor must 
not be sold to known drunkards—: 
was that law obeyed? 
You know 


It'was not! It was forbidden to 
sell liquor to minors. 
Did the 


saloons obey the law? They did not! 
"We prohibited the sate of liquor on 
Sundays and on election days. Did 
the liquor crowd obey that law? You 
know they did not! 
The liquor In- 


terests have never had any respect 
for the will of the people at any 
time and who In the face of 100 
years of such law defiance can be-

THE BULGARIAN FAMILY 


The modern Bulgarian family derives its or- 


igin from the Slavonic family, which is an off- 
spring of the Arylan tribe. And yet, during the 
course of time. It has preserved very little of the 
spirit or the traditional customs of the original 
family, especially in the case of the rising gen- 
eration. 


The original Slavonic family was based on the 


patriarchal system, and many of the customs are 
rigidly observed up to the present time In the vil- 
age family lite. As a rule, it was always the old- 
est male member who was considered the su- 
jreme head of the family. He was, and Is today, 
a veritable little king within his domain. His will 
>r command is Irrevocable, and no member ot the 
family or relations would dare or think of op- 
)oslng him, or even show disrespect In any 
shape or form. The sons and nephews, married or 
single should remain for all time within the walls 
of the family circle. When a male member de- 
sired to marry he would firstly consult with the 
supreme head, and after receiving his blessings, 
or permission, would proceed to court his bride, 
until the- heads^ or little kings of both families 
lad completed the nuptial arrangements concern- 
ng doweries and so on. Immediately this male 
member married, his wife became a part and 
parcel of the family on the husband's side. All 
'he male and female members worked the land 
'or tho benefit of the family as a whole, as 
whatever property the little king- possessed, this 
collecti'tsly belonged to the 
members of the 


household. 


With the passing of time and the advance of 
IvlIIzation a number of these hard and fast rules 
which were observed In the dally life of the old 
Slavonic family have changed. The-spirit and 
rganization of tho present Bulgarian family life, 


especially during the present century, have 
hanged very considerably. The sons are now 
ree to make their own matrimonial arrange- 
ments, and after marrying to leave their father's 
Dearth and arrange their life according to their 
>tvn desires, but at the same time they retain 
ertaln traditional usages and show all the rc- 
pcct due to tho supremo head. The death of

edge .most-known typhoid* carriers*; 
If not all, harbor the focus of Infe<£ 
tion in the gallbladder. That is & 
little sac the size of a hen's egg or" 
smaller, which serves as a reservoir] 
for bile, which ft squirts thru the' 
gall-duct into -the intestine a few. 
inches below the lower gateway ot 
the stomach, at Intervals, aa the bfle, 
is required for intestinal digestion.' 
Once the gallbladder is so- Infected, 
extirpation is th^only effective way.; 
to cure the carrier state. Are we 
Justified In asking an innocent ty- 
phoid carrier to give up his or her: 
gallsao merely to put'an end to the 
elmination of the typhoid germs? 
If I were the "carrier" I should 
prefer the operation to the constant 
supervision and surveillance of the 
health authorities. A. gallbladder Is 
more or less superfluous 
in the 


rcodern human economy anyway. 
"What's the odds "if it'has gone bad. 
on a fellow? Besides, we know that 
uncured typhoid infection of the 
gallbladder often leads to gallstones 
after several years. Who wants to 
save a sacful of gallstones or the' 
makings of one? ' 


Diphtheria carriers are as hard 


:o cure as typhoid carriers. Most 
diphtheria carriers harbor the diph- 
theria germ focus in the tonsils. 
Radical surgical removal of the ton- 
sils sometimes clears up the carrier1 
state, but not always. If I were a 
diphtheria carrier I'd hesitate about 
undergoing surgical 
tonsillectomy 


Just for the sake of a possible cure 
of the carrier sake. But I wouldn't 
mind submitting to a few diathermy 
treatments.

"ACCEPT* BIRTH CONTROL 
Milwaukee—OP)— Birth control to 


"accepted" without approval of dis- 
approval in a report drawn up and 
approved by the Presbyterian special 
commission on marriage. It will be 
resented to the general assembly of 
the Presbyterian church at Plttsburg 
May 28 to June 3. It was revealed by 
tha Rev. Howard Agnew Johnston, 
pastor ot the Immanuel church here 
and a. member of the commission. 


The report, among a series of oth- 


er proposals, advocates physician's 
certificates for both marrying par- 
ties; urges sex education; condemns 
divorce with the Idea of re-marriage, 
and reiterates the church's stand 
that divorce shall be granted sotey 
on grounds of desertion or adultery. 


The birth control section of the 
report says: 


"When contraception Is adopted, 


It should only be in fidelity to the 
highest spiritual ideals of the Chris- 
tian home." 


"Earnest Christian p ople are ask- 


ing for the church's ..uldance on 
the subject of birth control. This 
subject demands attention today as 
never before. Economic conditions 
and a worthy standard 
of living 


clearly make it wrong to bring chil- 
dren Into the world without adequate 
provision for their nurture and pro- 
per consideration for the health of 
the mother. 


"The Christian conception of sex 


clothes the relationship between the 
husband and wife with spiritual sig- 
nificance, sanctifying marriage as a 
divine Institution. Moral control Is 
the basis essential to a worthy ex- 
perience of a marriage relation. 


Must Preserve Ideals 


"Two methods are possible in se- 


curing birth control. The f irst Is con- 
tinence. The second Is the use of con- 
traceptives. When this method Is 
adopted in seeking the worthy objec- 
lives stated above, it should be in fi- 
delity to the highest spiritual ideals 
of the Christian home." 


The report warns that "In express- 


Ing: judgment on this subject 
the 


church In no sense modifies Its con- 
demnation of sex relations outside of 
marriage." 


Dr. Johnston, head of the division 


of leaders drafting the marriage, di- 
vorce and remarriage sections of the 
report, commented: 


"My view of this report Is that we 


are not directly approving birth limi- 
tations. We are merely heeding the 
signs of the times and accepting it 
without approval or disapproval. We 
know that people are practicing birth 
control and are likely to continue 
doing so. We are assuming a helpful 
attitude on contraception." 


The report is the third recent birth 


control proposition to be discussed re- 
cenly by major church organizations. 
A month ago a committee of the 
Federal Council of Churches, repre- 
senting 27 Protestant denominations, 
approved "careful and restrained use 
of contraceptives."

Washington—The 27 cities of more 


than 10.000 population In Wisconsin 
did a -retail trade amounting to more 
than $761.000.000 during the last cen- 
sus, year, nearly half of which was 
in Milwaukee. 


While In general the amount of the 


retail trade was In proportion to the 
population, there was considerable 
notable variation In the rank of the 
dtles as to the amount of their retail 
trade compared with their population 
rank. The'first four cities In popula- 
tion—Milwaukee. Madison, Racine, 
and Kenosha—were likewise the first 
four, in the same order. In the 
amount of their retail trade as shown 
by the 1930 distribution census. The 
figures are for total business done in 
1929. 


But there the parallel stops. 
Xa Crosse, which was sixth in pop- 


ulation, was fifth In retail trade, out- 
ranking in business the next city 
above her, Oshkosh, which was fifth 
in • population but eighth In retail 
trade. Sheboygan was sixth in both 
population and retail trade. 


Green Bay was seventh In retail 


trade, but only eighth in population.

"All labor legislation," Mrs. Rot- 


ter said, "should be based on the 
nature.of the work, not on the sex 
of the worker. There are laws, held 
constitutional, limiting the hours of 
work In certain industries, for men 
and women alike. 
"Laws based on sex. advocated fre- 


quently under the guise of protect- 
ing women, simply throw out of 
their Jobs, of decrease their oppor- 
tunities for getting Jobs. Wisconsin 
legislators, at least, were frank, in 
staging that a 44-hour week for wo- 
men would solve the unemployment 
problem for Wisconsin men, and that 
the proposed maternity aid bill would 
cause employers to prefer men to wo- 
men. But women must eat. and 
many can eat only if they work." 


Scores Legislation 


Mrs. Rotter pointed out that dur- 


ing periods of unemployment, such 
as the present, there are movements 
all over the country to pass legisla- 
tion discriminating against working 
woo.cn in general and-against mar- 
ried working women in particular, 
in an effort, often not disguised, to 
throw women out of jobs to make 
places for men. She cited efforts all 
over tthe country, including Wiscon- 
sin, to oust married women 
from 


'public employment, such as teach- 
ing; the agreement of the textile 
mills cf the South to abolish night 
work for women only, in an effort 
to curtail production 
and 
thtre 


"solve" the economic ills of the in- 
dustry; end the numerous intensi- 
fied efforts made in legislatures to 
pass labor legislation applying to wo- 
men only. 


The "maternity aid" bill to which 


she referred would have required 
employers to pay to any female em- 
ployee one-third of her salary for 
six weeks before a child is born and 
for eight weeks afte-vards.

women. 


Throw them out, and get men.' Yet 
there is a. man who is the father of 
every child born.

But visions of & pi- 
lot of ground, a cow or two and a 
cottage has Inspired them with con- 
fidence. They seem willing to stake 
their inexperience on a change of 
financial independence as against 
the factory or business office. 


The widespread interest in farm- 


ing recalls to old members of the 
department of agriculture and mar- 
kets the struggle which the state i 
went through in the early days to In-1 
duce people to settle on the land. In I 
one instance a resident of Fond du 
Lac county went to Pittsburgh and 
reurned with a half hundred famil- 
ies which settled on the land In cen- 
tral Wisconsin.

culosis association as one of th« first 
steps in a study that will continue 
for three years, were placed in the 
tuberculosis classification, it was re- 
vealed today. 


Aside from the discovery of spe- 


cific ca«e? of tutwculosi* Jn th 
school, and the general health in 
formation disseminated, the TV. A. 
T A. regards the study as impdr 
tent because through it light may 
i>e shed on such problems as: "Why 
u tuberculosis primarily a disease 
•••f young people? "Why do so many 
more girls than boys die- of tuber 
culosis in their teens? 
How can 


diagnostic methods be improved so 
that the early presence of tuber- 
culosis among the school and college 
ago groups will 
bo more 
readily 


••ccognized? 


The- study was begun early In 


February. Two of the 27 students 
were found to ha\o active tuber- 
culosis and to be in need of sana 
lorium treatment. One of these is 
now in a sanatorium and the other 
13 being treated at home. Five had 
symptoms and clinic findings indi 
eating that tuberculosis might be 
present and further study of these 
'-•uses will be 
made.

theso five persons have 
modified 


their school work and extra-curri- 
cular activities, one boy dropping 
athletics.
